A couple of hours brought us to 
Goodfellow’s, and here we received 
the heartiest of welcomes and heard 
the rather astounding news that the 
postmaster at Ft. La Corne had skip- 
ped down the river, taking his win- 
ter’s furs, but leaving all goods and 
ammunition behind with no one to 
look after them, Goodfellow, though 
he had retired some years \batk, was 
on fire to save what he could of the 
company’s property, but he had been 
alone, as all the surrounding residents 
had fled likewise. Now, with two of 
us, we decided to visit the fort next 
morning and stay the day. We re- 
ceived some very good news also as 
to a safe escape from the country 
(but the time for that was not yet) as 
he had a York boat hidden in a creek, 
and our united stocks would amply 
provision us, In addition we had 
four or five fish nets and plenty of 
hooks and ammunition. His cattle, 
of which he had a large band, wor- 
ried him as to their final disposal, and 
we finally decided on the quiet that 
one of us would have to stay with 
them with his oldest boy and drive 
them to a safe retreat in the hills to 
the east. He was in great spirits 
over my arrival, and said that we 
were now good for a regiment of 
rebels, We made a famous night of 
it, he telling stories of wintering on 
the plains amongst the buffalo where 
they had often to defend the com- 
Ppanyls property against hostile In- 
dians, And the ladies who saw one 
another very .seldom in those days 
equally ‘enjoyed themselves. Mrs, 
Goodfellow, who was a member of 
the well-known Turner family, was 
the soul of hospitality, and our chil- 
dren were at once petted and made 
much of by their fine youngsters. 


Breakfasting early next morning 
and seeing tQ our arms, we drove 
down to old Ft. La Corne, at that 
time situated about two miles down 
the river from the present post and 
within easy reach of the water, all im- 
ported supplies coming there by boat 
at that time. We found a number of 
Indians very much interested in the 
valuable goods laying about, but Mr. 
Goodfellow had been master of La 
Corne for a number of years and im- 
mediately ordered them all across the 
Saskatchewan River, Away they 
went at once, being a peaceable 
crowd, and Christianized for many 
years back, this being the site of one 
of the oldest Church of England Mis- 
sions in Saskatchewan. 


As we were liable to be visited by 
hostiles at any time, to whom the 
supplies would be very acceptable, our 
first thought was of the ammunition, 
there being a considerable stock of 
powder, bullets, shot, guncaps and 
flints, for flint lock guns were still in 
use, We finally disposed of these 
in an old dry well, packing them care- 
fully against dampness’ and remov- 
ing all traces on the surface. We 
then carried all valuable things that 
were lying about into the store, put 
different classes of goods together, 
padiocked the place and went back 
home for the night. It took several 
days of steady work to take an exact 
inventory of all goods on hand, and 
the last day, while we were figuring 
up totals (which ran well into. the 
thousands) the door of the shop

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The Wide Scope of 


Work Carried on 
By the Seed Branch 


The seed branch works along the Railway Extension 


lines of the encouragement of the 


use of better and purer seed, and the 
production of good seed During 
the war years it also had charge of 
the work of insuring a proper supply 
of good seed for districts in Canada 
Where there was an apparent short- 
age. This branch also administers 
the Seed Control Act, and at the last 
session of parliament the administra- 
tion of the Commercial Feeding Stuffs 
Act was also placed under the charge 
of this branch, 

There are four divisions in the seed 
branch, namely: Seed Testing Divi- 
sion, Seed Inspection Division, Seed 
Markets Division, Seed Purchasing 
Commission. ‘ 

The Seed Testing Division main- 
tains and operates Government Sced 
Laboratories at Ottawa, Winnipeg 
and Calgary, where purity analyses 
and germination tests of seed sam- 
ples for farmers, seed merchants and 
institutions are carried on. Official 
samples taken by customs officers 
from seed importations, by seed in- 
spectors under the Seed Control Act, 
and for special investigations are also 
tested at these laboratories. A 
great deal of investigational and re- 
search work with seeds has been car- 
ried out during the past few years, and 
some valuable work connected with 
the micro-analytical tests of feeding 
stuffs has also been brought to a fav- 
orable conclusion. 

The Seed Inspection Division en- 
forces the Seed Control Act. The 
inspectors connected with this divi- 
sion inspect seed grain and fibre flax- 
seed received into, and shipped from 
government elevators or other ware- 
houses by the Seed Purchasing Com- 
mission, or other dealers. Certain 
importation regulations are applied, 
and general quality standards for the 
various grades of clover and grass 
seeds have also been-fixed. Samples 
submitted to the seed laboratories for 
test are graded and reported on by 
this division. 


The Seed Markets Division com- 
piles and issucs semi-monthly seed 


market reports, prepares and distrib- 
utes lists of reliable seed importers 
in other parts of the empire and for- 
eign countries. It also supervises 
the administration of the subventions 
paid by the Seed Branch to the yari- 
ous provinces in connection with seed 
fairs and field crop competitions, Dur- 
ing the war years this division, in 
collaboration with the Division of 
Forage Plants of the Experimental 
Farms Branch, also arranged for the 
production of a large quantity of field 
root seed of which at that time it was 
anticipated there would be a serious 
shortage. Advertising and other 
means are resorted to in order to 
bring about the extension of markets 
for Canadian seed. 

The Seed Purchasing Commission 
has now been in operation for some 
four years. It was originally estab- 
lished as a war measure in order to is- 
sure a supply of good seed for farm- 
ers in certain areas which had been 
devastated by drought or other causes, 
and has been in operation since that 
time. This commission purchases, 
stores, cleans and distributes at cost 
inspected seed of good quality to 
those districts where there is a seed 
shortage. It has already done a 
business of over three million dollars 
per year, 

The outside work of the Seed 
Branch is carried on by a field staff 
of inspectors, 
administration the Dominion is diy- 
ided into six districts, each of which 
has a district seed inspector in charge, 
The officers in these districts are oc- 
cupied with seed inspection, inspect- 
ing field crops, obtaining market in- 
formation, judging seed and address- 
ing meetings, 

‘Tt is anticipated that the new Com- 
mercial Feeding Stuffs Act will be 
put into operation early in the com- 
ing year, and this of course necessi- 
tate a large increase in the activities 
of the Seed Branch.

In Northern Alberta 


Negotiations For Conference Between 
Governments of Alberta and 
British Columbia. 

A delegation from the north coun- 
try has laid before the Alberta Gov- 
ernment an appeal that another $500,- 
000 be spent to make cffective the 
$1,000,000 already invested in the rail- 
way bridge across the Peace River 
and the grade beyond. An extension 
of the Central Canada Railway from 
Peace River to Vanrena following the 
grade west from the end of the 
bridge, is what is sought, and facts 
and figures were given to show that 
unless such an extension was made 
for at least 15 or 20 miles, there 
would be an exodus of discouraged 
and financially broken settlers within 
the next year or two. 

Railway. extension in the north 
country is now definitely before the 
government. Negotiations are pend- 
ing for a conference between the gov- 
ernments of Alberta and British Col- 
umbia,.-in regard to extending the 
railway from Spirit River into the 
Pouce Cotipe country. The govern- 
ment of British Columbia is taking 
the initiative in this case. 


Alherta Wheat 
Shipped to United States 
Wheat Value at $287,439.85 Shipped 
During the Month of January. 
Nearly 200,000 bushels of wheat 
valued at $287,439.85, were shipped to 
the United States from the province 
of Alberta during the month of Janu- 
ary, according to S, C. Reat, United 


States consul. As compared with 
the corresponding month last year 
this is a very large increase. In- 


creases are also shown in the export 
of flour, oats and shorts, while a de- 
crease in the number of cattle ship- 
ped is recorded, due to a large extent 
to the unusually mild winter experi- 
enced throughout the province. Flour 
exported in 1921 amounted to 13,425 
sacks, valued oy 880.29) 59: oats, 77,604

A Story of the Sea 


Is Unique Among the Aftersthe-War 
Narratives, 

In a great many ways Mr. Archi- 
bald Hurd’s book, “A Merchant Fleet 
at War,” is unique among the after+ 
the-war narratives. In actual fact it 
is a record, at times so conservative 
as to be almost an official report, of 
the war activities of the Cunard com- 
pany. But concise and exact as is 
its record of actual events, it con- 
tains certain passages which are epic. 

Consider, for example, this extract 
from page 103. 

“It was on March 27, 1917, at eight 
o’clock in the evening that the 
Thracia, Captain R. Nicholas, while 
on a voyage with ore from Bilbao to 


Ardrosson, was sunk at sight and 
without warning, leaving only one 
survivor. Disappearing in one min- 


ute, those on board were left with no 
possible chance of saving their lives 
and it was only by a miracle that 
Cadet Douglas Duff, a boy of 16 
years of age, was left to tell the tale. 
He succeeded in saving his life by 
clinging for sixteen hours to the keel 
of a capsized boat, during the early 
part of which time he was seen and 
jeered at by the crew of the submar- 
ine. One of them, indeed, raised a 
rifle and aimed at him, whereupon he 
shouted, perhaps characteristically of 
the service to which he belonged—
